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(1) I/We do hereby declare that I/We have satisfied myself/ourselves that 
the entries in the above columns of this forwarding note have been correctly 
made. 

(2) I/We further declare as follows:— 

(a) (il The packages are a mixed consignment of smalls which have been 

consolidated to form a wagon-load in order to get the benefit of the 
lumpsum rate per wagon on a sliding scale under the Freight For¬ 
warders' Scheme. 

(ii) The packages are a mixed consignment of smalls which have been 
consolidated to form a container load in order to get the benefit of 
lumpsum container rates under the Freight Forwarders’ scheme for 
containers. 

(b) Where the packages contain articles mentioned in the Second Schedule 

to the Indian Railways Act, 1890, I/We do not engage to pay the 
percentage charge on value for the increased risk as required by 
the Railway Administration and the Railway Administration shall 
not be responsible for the loss, destruction, damage or deterioration 
of the packages, however caused. 


(c) The packages do not contain contraband goods or dangerous goods of 
any of the categories mentioned in the IRCA Red Tariff No. 18 or 
any offensive goods. I am/we are aware that no person shall take 
with him or require the Railway Administration to carry any explo¬ 
sive, dangerous or offensive goods upon a Railway without giving 
notice of their nature to the Station Master or the other Railway 
servants in charge of the places where he brings the goods upon 
the Railway. 


(d) I am/We are further aware that any one guilty of unlawfully bring¬ 

ing dangerous or offensive goods upon a Railway shall he liable to 
fine which may extend to Rs. 500 and shall also be responsible for any 
loss, injury or damage which may he caused by reason of such goods 
having been so brought upon the Railway under sections 59 and 107 
of the Indian Railways Act, 1880. 

(e) Permit/Licence/Authority required for transport of goods has been ob¬ 

tained by me/us from the concerned authorities In respect of arti¬ 
cles/commodities requiring such permit, etc. 

(f) Railway has not examined the packing, either internal or outer, of any 

of tiie packages and has not accepted the packing as conforming to 
the prescribed packing conditions for goods under section 77C(4) 
of the Indian Railways Act. 

(g) I/We accept that the Lumpsum wagon/container (s) rate apply at 

“owner’s risk” and the wagon/container (a) are to be charged at rates 
to he notified from time to time. 

(h) The wagon/container (s) shall on , no account he loaded beyond the 

marked carrying capacity of the wagon/container(s) or such limits 
as may be imposed by the Railway Administration from time to time. 

(1) The packages shall he loaded Into the wagon/container(s) at the book¬ 
ing station and unloaded at the destination on my/our own risk and 
expense, 

(j) The packages tendered by me/us do not contain goods on which move¬ 
ment restrictions have been imposed by the Central or State Govern¬ 
ments or by both or by any duly constituted authority except as 
authorised by a valid permit. 
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(k) I/We hold myself/ourselves bound by the other conditions applying 
to the scheme as notified by-Railway from time to time.
